REMARKS 

The present application was filed on February 11, 2000 with claims 1-34. Claims 1-34 are 
currently pending in the application. Claims 1 and 26-34 are the independent claims. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-4, 6-14, 16, 17, 20 and 25-34 under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over European Patent Publication EP 0760564 A2 (hereinafter
